The Foreign Service of the United States is the organization by which under The Constitution 
and Laws the relations of the United States with foreign governments are established and main- 
tained, and protection afforded to the lives and property of American citizens in foreign countries. 
The Secretary of State, as the agent and adviser of the President in the conduct of foreign relations. 
has direction over this service. 

The duties of the Foreign Service are both Diplomatic and Consular in nature. 


Diplomatic missions, which are headed by ambassadors or ministers, are established at the 
political capitals of foreign countries for the purpose of maintaining direct contact between the 
government of the United States and the governments of the countries in which they are located. 

Consular posts, which are in charge of consuls general, consuls, vice consuls or consular 
agents, depending upon the importance of the post, are established at trade and communication
